2.3 Installation 


‘The dimensions of the four bracket mounting holes on the back panel are VESA MIS- 
compliant (S6INCH or 7SINCH: 800 x 400 mm31.50 x 15.75 in: SINCH: 600 x 400 
mm23.62 x 15.75 in). Use metric MB screws with a length of 10 mm to 15 mm (0.40 to 0.59 
in) to secure the touch sereen to the moutingsystem.

2.4 Installing the Internal PC (Optional) 





The internal PC does not support hot plugging. Therefor, you must insert or remove the 
internal PC when the display is powered off Otherwise, the display or internal PC may be 


damaged. 





You will nec to purchase the internal PC separately. Perform the following steps to install the 
internal PC 


Step 1 Unscrew the M3 screws by hand to remove the intemal PC shielding cover. 





Step 2 Push the internal PC into the internal PC port at the rear of the panel from right to ef. 








Step 3 Secure the intemal PC to the display by using the M3 screws. 








Step 4 Ensure the installation is correct before turing the power on again.

Step 1. Plug the power supply into the power outlet fully and plug the power connector into the side 
ofthe product. Ensure the power supply is in the range of 100V to 240V with frequency at 50

The Newline Assistant is the tool used as a bridge between the embedded operating system 
and the Internal PC (OPS). I helps add Windows software shortcut to the Home Page, as 
as to protect USB data when switching betwoen sources, 





Therefore we strongly recommend users install the Newline Assistant after installing the 
internal PC
